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Beverly Benson Seamans was born in Boston on October 31, 1928, and grew 
up in Cohasset, on the edge of the sea, which has influenced so many of her sculp- 
tures and paintings. After graduating from Milton Academy and attending Sweet 
Briar College in Virginia, she entered The Boston Museum School of Fine Arts. 
Her grandfather, John P. Benson, marine painter, encouraged her from the begin- 
ning. She still remembers the pride she felt as a little girl on finding the drawing 
she had sent him at Christmas hung in a place of honor on his studio wall. John 


Benson’s brother, Frank W. Benson, was well-known for his portraits, watercolors, 
and etchings. 


After art school, she married Donald C. Seamans, and settled in Marblehead, 
where they raised their children. When responsibilities allowed, Mrs. Seamans 
returned to serious work. She studied with George Demetrios in Rockport and 
Peter Abate in Chestnut Hill. Her garden sculptures are in various parts of the 
United States, as well as in Japan, Portugal, and the Bahamas. Her life-size bronze, 
“Sea Gulls”, is in the executive lobby of the First National Bank of Boston. The 
statue of her daughter Jennie, as a baby, is in the permanent collection of this mu- 
seum. Mr. and Mrs. Seamans have made many trips to Rome, Italy, to have 
pieces cast at the excellent foundry of Giovanni and Angelo Nicci. 


Her first one-man show was held in Marion, Massachusetts, in 1968, featur- 
ing watercolor seascapes as well as sculpture. In the fall of 1971 she had an 
exhibition of sculpture at the Pingree School in Hamilton, Massachusetts. She has 
also exhibited with the New England Sculptors Association, the Copley Society 
of Boston, The Cambridge Arts Association, The Marblehead Festival of Arts, and 
the Marblehead Arts Association.
